In the opln- 
ilon of many the consolidation coutd 
hj» accomplished better and quicker 
by statutory revision. The real trou- 
ble as to overlapping duties and re- 
sponsibilities is due to bureaus that 
were organised la connection with 
regular departments which should 
never have been allowed, four or five 
prison bureaus, for Instance, and u 
many bureaus doing work that be- 
longs solely to the state comptroller. 


The governor talked of what might 


be expected from a reorganization of 
state departments, but no one argu- 
ing for the consolidation has ever 
mentioned exactly how much money 
would be saved or whether the num- 
ber of employes in the state service 
would be lessened. There are many 
who know something about state af- 
fairs who say the oost of administra- 
tion would undoubtedly be Increased 
me the number of departments de- 
creased. It Is granted that a score or 
more of unnecessary bureaus could 
be eliminated without a constitution- 
al amendment, and this should be 
*one. but. as a whole, the story u 
largely a talking point which Gover- 
nor Smith, seeing its political pos- 
sibilities, has not overlooked.

letting, bleeding as It Is called. As 
early a* we have any history of medi- 
cine, bleeding was used for the re- 
lief of symptoms. 


Just a few years ago it began to 


be used again in emergencies, but 
now it is a recognised treatment for 
heart conditions in a number of ail- 
ments. 


Some of our older folk with very 


high blood pressure, now have a 
number of ounces of blood removed 
from their veins. 
They secure a 


great deal of relief, and that relief 
lasts for weeks at a time. 


In asthma it relieves the embar- 


rassed heart, and likewise In con- 
vulsions, and acute alcoholism. 


During the flu epidemic In l»18, 


where the heart was embarrased by 
the broncho-pneumonia which often 
followed the flu, bloodletting or vi- 
visection ss It is called, was used to 
a considerable extent In pneumonia 
proper, In a good healthy individual, 
it is not unusual to do a vivisection 
at the very onset of the trouble. 


Now what is the Idea behind the 


bloodletting? 


Just that the heart Is simply 


muscular pump, and if it has to beat 
fast, and pump a huge quantity of 
blood, it may tire out and quit work. 
If, however, yon take a number of 
ounces ot blood out of the system, 
say a half a pint to a pint and a half, 
you can see that it has that much 
less work to do. 


The heart Is the big factor, the 


main thing to watch In an Illness. 
Therefore If the patient is lying down 
all the time, the heart has a great 
deal less work to do, than' if be is sit- 
ting up or walking around. 


If then you give the heart a little 


more rest, by giving It a little less 
work to do, It Is going to have that 
much better chance to prevent 
fatigue coming on.

which process materially cuts down 
the strength of the signals. • The 
higher power stations may tune very 
broadly, which win seriously affect 
reception of other stations on close 
wave-lengths.

The Dairymen'* L*aguo announce* 


a gross pool price of II.BO for Janu- 
ary milk. This is the highest Janu- 
ary price In the history of the pool. 
The only deduction! on the state- 
menu of the month ire for expense* 
amounting to S^c, which makes the 
net pool price and alto the cash dis- 
tribution $2.415. 
With the excep- 


tion of one month, namely Decem- 
ber, 1922. this Is the highest cash 
distribution In the history of the 
pool. For the first time In the his- 
tory of the pool the deduction for 
certificates of Indebtedness Is .omit- 
ted. 
Commenting on this league of- 


ficials declare that it was felt adrls- 
•ahle to omit this deduction because 
of the Improved financial condition 
of the association due to the recent 
sale of the league's eraporated milk 
operations. 
They also add that the 


league's present policy of purchasing 
from time to time blocks of the cer- 
tificates of Indebtedness is constant- 
ly strengthening the finances of the 
asscvclation by relieving the attire 
membership of the liability of the 
securities thus purchased.

what was a record price for Decem- 
ber has added to the increasing op- 
timism of pool dairymen over their 
outlook for the future. They point { 
to the fact that this is the first time ' 
since 1911 that the January price of i 
milk has not dropped below the De- 
cember price and they say this Is not 
Just a happenstance but is one of j 
the direct benefits of having an or- { 
ganizatiou that cat 
stabilize

markets. That the January price is 
amply justified, they declare, it is 
necessary only to look over the in- 
creasing cost of milk production and 
the upward trend of prices on many 
other farm commodities.
